THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  is  made  this  ^_  day  of  March,  2011,  by  and  between  Jesus  Mendez  and  wife,  Antonia  Mendez  whose  address  is  5532 
Chariot  Drive  Fort  Worth,  Texas  76107,  as  Lessor,  and  Chesapeake  exploration.  l.l.c.,an  Oklahoma  limited  liability  company,  whose 
address  is  P.O.  Box  18496,  Oklahoma  City,  Oklahoma  731S4-0496  .  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as 
Lessee,  but  all  other  provisions  (including  the  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1.  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following  described 
land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:
